*The man.of faith whose implicit re- 
liance. upon God had carried im 
through difficulties otherwise insur- 
mountable failed to trust Him for 
the supply of all his need in time of 
famine. He lost his grip of God. He 
got out of touch. 

How true to life the Bible.is. Gther 
biographies paint their heroes Cou- 
ieur de Rose, omitting ‘all their faults 
and failinzs, ‘but sacred biography de- 
picts human nature as it is, Trust 
had given place to fear in the great- 
est of faith heroes. What about the- 
se thousands of cattle? Where is the 
{cod arli fodder to come from? Is 
this the. blessing and happiness’ God 
promised ? 

Had Abram lived in our day he 
might have found comfort in the 
worlds of one church hymz=k. 


“Why echould: I fear the darkest hour, 
Or tremble at the tempter’s' power ?. 
Jesus’ vouchsafes to be my tower.

Taking his affairs entirely in his 
own hands he dcttermined to go to 
Egypt, a step that proved so disa-- 
trous that had it not been for God's 
influence on the conscience of Pharo- 
ah the mistake would probably have 
proved fatal.

“And Abram went up out of Egypt 


and all that he had, and.Lot with 
him into” the South (of Canaan, 
north of Egypt). And Abram was 


very. rich in’ cattle, in silver, arK in 
gold, and he went ‘on his journ2y into 
the place of the altar, which he has 
‘made. there ‘at ‘the first, and ~thtre 
Abram }cailed upon the name of Jeho- 
vah,”’ 

Imagination pictures him at the al- 
tar. his first trysting place with 
God in the land of promise, with his 
hand laid upon his sin offering, his 
‘penitent face bowed in shame, suffer- 
ling, remorse. 

‘When Abram fell he did not prefer 
to lie in the mud. He started up in 
alarm irom his low place in Egypt 
Who has not been tripped. up by the 
tempter and thrown herd? The diff-- 
erence, however, between Father A- 
bram-and the most of us is express- 
ed in the homely phraseology oi the 
colored man who asks:
